COMMITMENT PAY $1,500 SETTLING-IN ALLOWANCE UPON ARRIVAL 
PLUS ROUND TRIP INTERNATIONAL TRANSPORTATION HUSBAND SEATTLE/ 
BELO HORIZONTE. 

2. IN INITIAL NEGOTIATIONS WITH LATF REPRESENTATIVES MORANDINI 
OF SAO PAULO AND GAIL WOODWARD, DIRECTOR, ACADEMIC 
AFFAIRS, REINARTZ WAS TOLD THAT MORANDINI WOULD PAY $1,500 
SETTLING-IN ALLOWANCE ON ARRIVAL. MORANDINI NOW INFORMS 
REINARTZ THAT ALLOWANCE TO BE PAID BY LATF IN U.S. MORANDINI

4. EMBASSY FINDS POLICY OF LATF SCHOLARS TRAVELING 
WITHOUT WRITTEN CONTRACTS OR TERMS OF APPOINTMENT 
INDICATIVE OF POOR ADMINISTRATION ON PART OF LATF. NOW 
APPEARS THAT LATF RENEGING AND INTOLERABLY DELAYING 
BASIC CLAUSES ORAL AGREEMENT.
